.: Kills Sleeping Man and Wounds Two 


Women. Aboard a Rock Island 


Train in Western Kansas 


Denver, Colo., June 22.—In a shoot- 


ing affray that occurred In a chair 
car of passenger train No. 5, west 
bound, on the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad late last night, be- 
tween Dresden and Selden, in western 
Kansas, a man whose name was be- 
lieved to be Crompton was killed and 
Mrs. Morris Olsen, of Marshall, Minn., 
and her sister. Mrs. Harry Blakesley, 
of Arriba, Col., were wounded. 
The 


shots were fired by John Bells, an 
Italian barber onroute from Boston to 
San Francisco, who had boarded the 
train at Chicago Thursday night. 


Later the dead man, whose ticket 


boro the name Crompton, was identi- 
fied as T. B. Topp, a tailor of Minne- 
apolis, Minn. 


Awakened by the Tumult. 


Before the shooting began most of 


the passengers were dozing in their 
chairs. They were awakened by fran- 
tic yells and pistol shots.- Five shots 
•were fired in 
rapid succession by 


Bells, as ha walked through the aisle 
from the front to the rear of the car, 
taking accurate aim at one passenger 
after another. 


The first shot struck Mrs. Olsen on 


the left side of the face, the bullet 
passing through the jaw and coming 
out on the left side. Mrs. Olsen's sis 
ter, Mrs. Harry Glakesly, sitting oppo- 
site her, was hit in the right should 
er with the second bullet. 
Thei 


wounds are not fatal. 
After being 


shot both women rushed .to the amok 
ing car ahead and a majority of th 
male passengers followed as quickly 
as possible, tumbling- over one an 
other in their haste to escape. 


Went Through His Heart. 


Bell's third bullet passed through 


Mr. Crompton's heart. He was foun 
dead later "In: his: seat His facial ex 
pression. was calm and from his pos 


on it seemed that he was sleeping 
hen shot. 
By this time only two other men re- 


nained in the car, Charles A. Gilliat. 

Sluwson. of 
5ueblo, Col. Gilliat closed in on Bells 
nd wrenched his revolver from his 
ands but not before two* more shots 
ad been fired, neither of which, how- 
ver, hit anybody. Before being over- 
owered Bolls drew a razor and with 
his he fought desperately.

in 


knocking tho razor out of the Italian's 
land and Bells was then seized and 
bound by Gilliat, SlnwKon, the porter 
and others. 
The train crew stayed 


out of the car while the disturbance 
ivas in progress. 


Was Crazed by Drink. 


At Goodland, Kits.. Bells and a trav- 


eling companion, Patsy Leganbracli, 
also an Italian, were removed from 
the train and locked up in jail. Bells 
was accompanied by his wife 
and 


'our children and Leganbradl by his 
wife and five children. Tho women 
and their children continued 
their 


journey to San Francisco. Mrs. Le- 
ganbradi said the two men had been 
drinking Vermouth all day yesterday. 
About 8 o'clock they fell asleep. 
At 


10:30 Mrs. Loganbradi said Bells 
awoke and began to protest wildly 
that some one was trying to rob him. 
Then he rushed up the aisle and be- 
gan shooting. 


The man who was killed was mid- 


dle aged and well dressed. He had a 
railroad ticket -which bore the name 
of Crompton.

Bu 


Unveil Monument to Dele- 


ware's Great Statesman 


at Wilmington. 


Wilmington, Del., June 22.— In the 


presence of what is believed to have 
been the largest crowd that ever as- 
sembled at a public function in Dela- 
ware, a memorial statue to Thomas 
F. Bayard, secretary of state in Pres- 
ident Cleveland's first cabinet, former 
United States senator and the first 
American ambassador to the court of 
St. James, was unveiled here- this af- 
ternoon with exercises of the simplest 
character. There was no military pa- 
geant and the cermonies were con- 
fined to addresses, prayer and the 
singing of hymns. The absence of 
former President Cleveland, who is ill 
at his home in Princeton, caused 
many expressions of regret. 
Mr. 


Cleveland was to have delivered the 
principal address and in his absence 
the address was read by John Bassett 
Moore, professor of international law 
at Columbia university. The weather 
was 'clear and warm.

EOAST SHOULDER OF VEAL. 


These are very useful and very 


easily made. 
Take two new corks, 


cut them down, to about an inch in 
length and round off the tops. Cover 
them very neatly with flannel or any 
soft material, taking care not to have 
any join on the fiat end of the cork. 


Now take a fairly wide piece of 


elastic, about half an inch shorter 
than the knitting needles, and secure 
it firmly at each end to the cork, with 
the rounded end of these outward. 
Make an outside cover for each cap 
or any pretty material, joining the 
sides, turning in the raw edges at the 
bottom and stitching these down to 
the flannel, says Woman's Life. 


Now gather the ends and finish off 


with a pretty gold or other fancy 
bead. 
The needles are stuck in the 


flat sides of the corks. 


Have the bones removed from the shoulder, then fill with 


a good forcemant and sew up. Season the meat with a large 
tablespooniul of snlt and a teaspoonful of pepper mixed, rub- 
bing in thoroughly. 
Brush over with olive oil. lay in a roast- 


ing pan. place in a hot oven and roast, basting with olive oil 
and hot water until light brown. If preferred, thin slices ot 
larding pork may be put on top of the roast to furnish the nee- 
essary fat for the basting. When colored, add a cupful of boll- 
ing water to the pan, then continue to roast and baste until 
the meat is tender. • This will take about two hours. It is a 
good plan to invert a pan over the roast during the last hour 
to keep the steam in and the meat from becoming too dry. 
When ready to serve, take the roast on a hot platter, remove 
sll fat from the gravy, thicken slightly with a tablespoonful of 
cornstarch or flour stirred smooth in a little cold water, cook 
a few moments, add culinary bouquet to color a rich brown, 
then strain and serve with the roast.

In 1870 chosen by l.hfi Cortes to take 
the 'throne of Spain, and for three 
years he lived in Madrid, where he

of the Carlist uprising and for himself 
and his heirs renounced the crown of 
Castile and Leon. The Duke of the 
Abruzzi was born in Madrid in June, 
1873, shortly before his father de- 
cided to .leave the country to the 
Bhort lived Spanish republic.

the Abruzzi had a predilection for ad- 
venture and knowledge. He was edu- 
cated in the naval college at Leghorn, 
and in addition to this he spent much 
time in studying'the natural'.sciences 
under the direction of eminent mas- 
ters. .He is well called "the Savant 
of the House of Savoy."

Ho had carefully studied out 
everything which bore upon tho ob- 
stacles which he had expected to en- 
counter and was led by his Alpine ex- 
perience to plan every detail with tho 
greatest care. 


The start was mado late in June, 


1897. The plan of attack rested upon 
tho -theory of the duko as to the effect 
that the sun would have on the road 
of tho glaciers. He followed for part 
of tho way tho course of the Russell 
party,' who had been unsuccessful. 
The entire expedition, including two 
Alpine guides and four assistants, 
numbered twelve men.

3. Hampton, seventy-six years old, de- 
scended from the Virginia Hamptons 
at Hampton Roads, was one of the 
men who crossed the Oregon trail on 
his way to California in 1851 and re- 
turned in the following year. • He sat 
in his cottage at No. 321 Franklin ave- 
nue, west 
side, tho other day and 


talked of his experiences and adven- 
tures. 
As he recalled the old days of 


the trail his eyes glowed with the old 
fire of bravery that has been a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of the Hamp- 
tons. 


"I was only twenty years old when 


an ox train was organized in Sanga- 
mon county, 111., to go to California 
and Oregon," he said. 
"It was early 


in the spring of '51. 
We had fifty- 


two prairie schooners, each drawn by 
four yoke of oxen, besides seventy- 
five mules. 
There was a grand fare- 


well at 
Springfield when the train 


bearing men, women 
and 
children, 


merchandise and supplies of food and 
clothing started on the journey of more 
than 2,000 miles. 
The train moved 


west across Illinois to the Mississippi 
river and then over the high prairies 
of Iowa to Fort Des Moines. 
From 


there the course was westward to Om- 
aha, on the Missouri river, which was 
then a rude village with a handful of 
people 
From Omaha the train moved 


to the southwest until it struck the 
Oregon trail, which started at Inde- 
pendence and St. Joseph and extended 
across tho western half of the North 
American continent to the 
Pacific 


coast. 
We were six months on the 


trail and there was not a day of that 
time tliat was not full of interest to 
me. although the dangers were great 
and the hardships were many." 


Mr. Hampton's account of the old 


trail which blazed the way for tlis 
railroads In the years that were to fol- 
low is thrilling with interest. 
After 


leaving the Missouri river at Omaha 
the train wended its way along the 
banks of the North Platte river for a 
distance of more than seven hundred 
miles until it reached Fort Laramie. 
It struck t.Uc 
mountains 
at Sweet- 


water, then passed westward through 
a winding course In the mountains and 
the south pass to Fort Hall.

all were of our success, and indeed 
we all felt that we wero rich. 
We 


did not wish to carry all of the gold in 
California away, so with longings for 
homes and families and friends, we 
each bought a pair of mules 
and 


started back to 'God's country.' " 


Mr. Hampton tells many interesting 


stories of his adventures on tho trips 
across the trail and back, some hum- 
orous, some pathetic, some thrilling. 
His experience in fighting the Indians 
are worth retelling. 


"We had several lively skirmishes 


with hostile bands of Indians," he s&id. 
"They seemed to feel that their hunt- 
ing grounds were being overrun by the 
palefaces and that, their cattle, as Un- 
called the buffalo, were being killed 
off. 
They were about right, and we 


could little blame them. 
We lost one 


or two men going out with the ox 
trains. 
They wero shot while doing 


picket duty. 
But we saw • no 
real 


fighting until the return .trip. 
We 


each had two mules with two mules 
drawing a spring wagon which we 
brought along to carry any of our 
party who might be sick, it was a fine 
thing that we dirt, for there were sev- 
eral of our party sick of 
mountain 


fo.ver on the trip. 
I was sick five 


days, but T was strapped onto my mule. 
We traveler! most of the way by night 
and went into camp in the daytime. 


"Our first light was out near the

About 
a mile ahead we sighted a camp of 
emigrants with thirty or forty prairie 
schooners and about, twice that num- 
ber of men. The camp had been at- 
tacked by a band of Indians. We got 
our pistols and carbines ready for ac- 
tion and then we hurried on to a con- 
venient point,' wiio.re we poured the 
ead into tbe Indians.

bought-our party was a troop of cav- 
Iry. They turned and ficd in the 
vifdest disorder, yelling like madmen,

"Our 
most exciting adventure." Mr. 


Hampton said, "was a running fight of 
fifty miles with a bloodthirsty band 
of Arapahoes. We were in camp on 
Ihcli Creek, in Nebraska. 
It 
was 


ibout five o'clock in the evening and 
we were bfsininne our preparations 
to break camp ami start on our night's 
journey. Dunns; the day the watchers 
had seen Indians ridinp their ponies 
alone the ridge to the south of us, but 
we thought little of it. Suddenly we 
heard a war whoop. We knew at once 
we were in for it. 
We hurriedly 


made ready for the start, but were 
prepared to rtefeno ourselves. Wo had 


that we had traveled about fifty miles, 
we could see in the gathering light 
that there were only about forty In- 
dians following us. We suddenly de- 
cided to make a stand against them. 
We divided our. forces, and as we 
sprang from our saddles every one of 
those mules dropped to the ground. 
They were completely fagged out and 
their sides were bloody from our use 
of tho spurs in their sides. 
Each 


man dropped down behind his mule, 
and when the Indians came rushing 
on between our lines we let them have 
the lead as fast as we could fire. It 
was astonishing how good marksmen 
we proved to be. Many of the In- 
dians reeled 
and fell from 
their 


ponies and lay dead or wounded on 
the prairie. Those that escaped rode 
past us with the speed of the wind 
and in less than two minutes they 
were gone, not. to return again. I 
was a great relief to us. The fight 
was ended, and we had won, simplj 
by bravery, endurance and common 
horse sense. But if those Indians lia.d 
ever been able to surround us there 
would not have been one of us left to 
tell the story." 


"Did 
yon go back to California in 


the spring?" 


"No; 
my father' riied that winter 


and I did not want to leave mother," 
Mr. Hampton replied. 


But that was not. all that caused 


him to abandon his plan of returning 
to the gold fields. He fell in love 
with Miss Dorothy nankins, a pretty 
school ma'am, who had come out from 
Pennsylvania to teach school in San- 
gamon county.

The subject of food in relation to ' 


health of the general public, is oue vl 
great importance. 
So much so that 


all the principal civilized countries of 
the earth have found it necessary to 
enforce laws bearing on the subject. 
The recently enacted United States 
federal law known as "Pure Food and 
Drugs Act." which seems to 
havu 


been a necessity, has played havoc 
with past customs and revolutionized 
the whole system by which many ar- 
ticles of food formerly were prepared 
for use. 


Aside from the standpoint of desire 


for purity, there seems to have been 
a spirit of commercialism behind it 
which necessitated its existence as 
much as did the desire for purity; hut 
that of course, is not open to criti- 
cism. While the requirements protect 
consumers 
from the deceptions of 


adulteration 
by manufacturers and 


purveyors of American products of 
food stuffs at home aud abroad, it 
likewise protects the people against 
such methods practiced 
by 
foreign 


merchants upon articles imported into 
this country, which aro equally as im- 
portant as we will presently see. 


This law from a commercial view 


point will preserve the integrity of 
American products abroad, where ag- 
gressive competitors and the foreign 
press were continually holding up to 
their people the 
great, dangers oC 


food coming from a country where no 


lowu by scientists ">/ the use of cheui- 
.cals and drugs in such products that 
fermentation and decay will be pre- 
vented 
almost 
indefinitely. 
These 


chemicals known as preservatives or 
antiferments are drutw known by the 
name of benzole acid, bciizoate of 
soda, boric acid, salicylic acid and 
their salts, sulphates, sulphites, hydru- 
gen per oxide and formaldehyde.

hundred and forty or one hundred 
and sixty times as many, were found 
afflicted with tubercular disease. The 
advisability of a rigid inspection of 
animals both before and after slaugh 
ter, is universally conceded, not onlj 
relative to tuberculosis but all other 
diseases. 


Since January 1st, 1907, however, 


little, if any danger may he feared 
from infected meat. Beef, pork, veal, 
mutton or poultry as well as every 
other article of food is subjected to 
rigid inspection by able experts of 
the "United States government who 
are widely experienced in such work. 
Not only are such animals examined 
before slaughter; but the tissues are 
examined under the microscope after- 
wards, if there appears 
to be any 


question of its fitness for food. 
Tho 


above figures nnd tacts are reliable 
since they came from government re- 
ports; therefore, being free from the 
influence of designing private -indi- 
viduals. 


Other Foods Tampered With. 


Aside from diseased meats other ar- 


ticles of food have been so tampered 
with as to raise adverse criticism. 
For instnnce, preserved fruits and 
canned vegetables such as cherries, 
tomatoes, peas, - peaches and straw- 
berries have been so colored 
red, green, yellow, etc., to an extent 10 
make them more tempting than na- 
ture itself. 
The 
coloring 
matters 


used for this purpose are derivatives 
of cold tar products, which are to say 
] the 
least, 
undesirable 
tenants 
for 


human stomachs. 
Of vastly greater 


importance is the method used to pre- 
serve such foods. 


Of course it is sometimes impos- 


sible to obtain fresh meats and even 
if such were obtainable, it would he 


black, come from the same shrub; but 
differ only in point of age, green ol! 
course, younger than the black. Great 
care is taken in "curing" these leaves 
that they may have a rich color and 
retain their quality. 
When damaged 


"or of an inferior quality the defect is 
overcome by a process known as "fac- 
ing." 
This means that such tea is 


treated, with chemicals, such ns Prus- 
sian blue plumbago, indigo, etc., mak- 
ing them resemble 
the best article. 


All this conies under the fraudulent 
adiiltc-raiion and 
of 
course ceases 


with the advent of the food law. Co- 
coa, 
which by the way ia in no way 


related to the cocoanut, as is the opin- 
ion of ninny, conies from the seeds of 
the cocoa tree. 
The fruit conies in 


large pods bearing seeds which are 
sometimes 
called 
chocolate 
nuts. 


From those cocoa and chocolate are 
made. 
When ripe these beans are 


gathered and placed in earthen ves- 
sels or holes in the ground where they 
undergo a process of fermentation 
after which much care and some very 
close observation is required. In this 
process an acrid and bitter taste is 
removed and gives it. its character- 
istic rich flavor: but more commonly, 
instead of going through this long pro- 
cess which requires a great deal of 
labor, the seeds are merely dried in 
the sun as soon as removed from Uieir 


t i t y to lie plainly stated on the con- 
tai'ner, so that if a person docs usa 
such articles of food, he does so with 
his eyes open and at. his own peril. 


The object of scientific medicine

what is known as preventive modi- 
cine, that means in prevent disease 
rather than have disease to euro.

drugs act is indeed 


more than a step forward in this di- 
rection.

bodies of water hy sewerage.

impossible to keep if for more than 
a short period of time with ice, be- 
cause of expense. Canned goods ars 
very convenient for travelers distant 
from markets, such as voyagers, ex- 
cursionists, 
picnic parties and for 


army supplies during time of war, 
especially in the wanner climates 
where is is impossible to get ice for 
cold storage. 
In the 
cities 
where 


many families are too poor to supply 
themselves with ice 
and 
refrigera- 


tors, canned poods are a great advan- 
tage, which eliminates Ae possibility 
of poisoning from "turned food." stjch 
as is frequently read of in daily pa- 
pers where families and even com- 
nunities have been poisoned by de- 
aying food, which is called pto- 
maine poisoning. 
When food of any 


:ind is canned, it is put. through a 
rocess of cooking, this is called steri- 
izing. which defined means, "to kill 
all life therein." 
But by depending 


in cooking alone in canning fruits, 
vegetables, meat or fish, the risk from 
oss of material in the finished pro- 
luct seems to have been too great for 
our modern manufacturers, and truo 
enough vast sums of money are in- 
vested in both material and labor an- 
nually. 


Use of Preservatives. 


It therefore behooves them to take 


no chance and to this end they have

the disease. The cause of nil these 
symptoms Is n poison which comes 
from the cerms causing the disease 
in the human. This poison is known 
as toxin, which is deposited in the 
tissues. 
When animals arc similarly 


affected, they have symptoms known 
to those diseases, and of course, the 
snme poison is generated within their 
bodies, which renders their meat un- 
fit, for food, besides the danger of con-

Body of Mike Bolcos Taken 


from St. Mary's Near 


Swinney Park. 


The St. Mary's river gave up its 


dead early today when tho remains of 
Mike Bolcos, who lost his life in an 
attempt at swimming 'Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, were draped from tho stream stuida lower at" 
a short distance south of Swinney 
park. Bolcos was a young Rouman- 
ian, about 19 years oh!, employed at 
the Rolling mills, and it is said ho had 
been in this country but two months. 
The remains wero 
removed to the 


Schone undertaking rooms nnd they 
will bo hurled at Lindeuwood Sunday 
afternoon. 


The body of tho young man was 


found not more than fifty feet dis- 
tant from tho point where compan- 
ions, who were with him when ho lost 
his life, say he went down, though 
protracted search by the police de- 
partment with boats and grappling 
hooks had failed to disclose the pres 
ence of tho body. Tho discovery was 
made at 4 o'clock this morning by C 
A. Waterman, night engineer at the 
Pennsylvania pumping station, who 
in glancing across the river saw the 
body lying face downward in six or 
seven feet of water. He notified Cor- 
oner Stul ts and an 
hour later tho 


body was recovered by Statlonmastcr 
Terry, of the police department, and 
James B. Cahill, of tho Schone un- 
dertaking establishment. Bolcos' re- 
mains, already budly discolored, were 
lodged in the fork of a sycamoro tree 
in the river, about three hundred feet 
south of the Pennsylvania^ railroad 
bridge at Swinney park.

A Sermon By

(Preached in th« Gospel Mission. France- 
Taktn from the Christian flerald.) 
Whenever you hear a word that 


strikes or wounds you. you should ask 
yourself, was this an untrue, unjusti- 
fiable word? Or was It one of those 
words Justified by my own conduct? 
Was it a word provoked and merited 
by the religious world, false la some 
of its aspects, but having a real foun- 
dation? 


Let each of us begin by considering 


the facts. 
Some illustrious examples 


suggest such self-examination. 
Be- 


hold one of them drawn from the Old 
Testament: King David was fleeing 
from a rebellion incited by hla own 
. son. He was surrounded by bis court 
when there approached a man of evil 
countenance. 
In the midst of the 


men by whom his majesty was sur- 
rounded, this face was a blemish 
This man not only had the courage 
to utter horrible abuse against the 
king, but he cast stones at him. Then 
the captain Ablshal 
said to David: 


"Why does this dead dog curse the 
king? Let me go over, I pray thee, am 
cut off his head." But tho king said 
"Let him curse, because the Lord hath 
said unto him. Curse David!" 
Sam. 15:10.) 


Need of Self-examination. 


David, in tho depths of his heart 


could without difficulty recall some 
memory to justify tho stones and the 
malediction. 
He Interpreted in tho 


most indulgent sense tho disrespect- 
ful act of his assailant, and meekly 
bore, tho abuse and the stones, cast 
with malignant hate. 
Shall we not 


do as he did? A large stone has fallen 
Into the religious garden. 
Shall wo 


begin to anathematize and curse? To 
what good? It would be better for us 
to ask ourselves if It might not be 
the Lord who had Inspired someone 
to cast this stone to arouse our con- 
sciences. 
Have we not merited It? 


When I say wo, I speak of all those 
who make a profession of religion. I 


• 
address myself with an ecumenical 
spirit, as one of that great throng. Al- 
low me to speak to you apart from 
your denominational names, whether 
you are Jews, 
Catholics or Protest- 


ants, and not the sincere members of 
a special church. 


If you love 
religion, It evidently 


should cause you pain that 
there 


should be men who rate it a bad weed 
which should be pulled up. 
But In 


stead of retorting would it not be bet 
ter to give yourself to a severe and 
conscientious examination 
of 
you 


conduct? Think: 
Has it not some 


times happened in the world that re 
liglon was a useless or evil power 
Do you not recall those epochs when 
deprived of life, it had no longer an 
connection with God by Inspiration, 
not with men by kindness? Senile, 
chilly, selfish, It wished only one thing 
—to remain there. From fear of dy- 
ing, it employed bad means to main- 
tain its life. 
It would havo willingly 


sacrificed the young rising forces of 
thought in order to prolong its old 
age. 


' Then recall that at other times re- 


ligion has appeared to us as allied to 


But this salt has savor; its quality 
s always revealed; it proves Itself. 
Neither salt nor 
light can be con- 


ealed.- A lamp which 
does not 11- 


umlne Is not a lamp, however beautl- 
ul and elegant it may be. A salt 
which does not salt Is no longer salt. 


Of what value Is the religion of a 


man who. In ordinary life, is no better 
han another, and yet professes that 
he believes In God, and in this won- 
derful reality of religion which goes 
beyond all thingst. If God neither ap- 
pears In his conduct, nor moves in his 
actions, this man Is only salt without 
savor, a lamp without light 


Now, 
my brethren, this religion, like 


flat salt, not only exists, but it has al- 
ways existed In greater proportion 
than the real religion. 
Good things 


are rare. It is on that account that 
those who sincerely 
should reflect upon 


love 
religion 


the Judgment 


passed on those who profess religion 
by those outside. In short why is It 
that men do not believe In religion 
and h-to It? It Is very simple: Re- 
ligion Is accused of availing Itself of a 
belief in the future life to Induce those 
who are disinherited of all good to 
resign themselves to the 
iniquities 


and miseries of this life. In truth and 
reality this reproach Is without foun- 
dation, but applied to.certain cases, it 
s merited. 


Lack of Sympathy. 


Look at life, and look at men. Life 


s full of gloom, and men are wretched. 
Vicious, poor, scourged by all sorts of 
material necessities, the multitude is 
joverned by obscure needs, burdened 
with suffering and privations. To this 
multitude, some professors of religion 
say: "Alas! it Is so; one can change 
nothing. Nay more, the positive will 
of God is that it be thus. It is neces- 
sary to bow to it."

is his 


wealth, his power, his nobility and his 
happiness. 


The voices of the prophets, at cer- 


tain periods, are silent. In the days 
of Christ, what remained of those an- 
cient seers had become mere routine, 
a hackneyed word which slept in the 
dull ears of the Jews. But that which 
had become 
Impotent and cold as 


combatants who rest in the 


totob; if you lore the vanished looks 
and all the stilled hearts reposing iu 
mystery; if you love the little chil- 
dren who await the future, asleep In 
their cradles; if you love humanity, 
your old mother, brave and hard-work- 
ing, who never loses hope, but busies 
herself specially -with the poorest chil- 
dren, the weakest, the most friend 
less, then do not fear because stones 
are cast at false gods.

weighed In the Infallible balance the 
wisdom of the wise, of the politicians 
and the religion of religious people. 
That which alone will count In that 
day will be this: "I was an hungered, 
and ye gave me meat: I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink: I was a 
stranger, and ye took tee In: naked, 
and ye clothed me: I was sick, and 
ye visited me:' I was In prison, and 
ye came unto me." The same who 
said: 
"As ye have done it unto the 


least of these my brethren, ye have 
clone It unto me," addresses this mes- 
sage to us today: "I am he who Is 
with tho bruised souls, with all those 
who are oppressed and suffer. I am 
he who lies down on the couches with 
the sick, in the tombs with those who 
die. I shiver with those who are cold, 
and when the people lack necessaries 
I am hungry."

crimes. 
It has been lowered to the

Worse than all atheisms Is the re-

erless among us; that he is not in man, 
neither in our intelligence, nor our 
consciences, nor In our hands;-that 
his law is not inscribed in small things 
and the duty of every hour. 


Christ, our Master, did not bring us 


a religion of inert contemplation, but 
of action. His was not a religion of 
pious memories which shut up in won- 
derful caskets treasures of long- ago, 
that' are not now useful among men. 
He had a religion for all time, .ad- 
dressing himself not only to the con- 
science of his contemporaries, but em- 
bracing things and conditions which 
are not existing even yet. He had the 
laitu that moves mountains. 
Such a 


religion does not resign itself to evil, 
.t declares war against it It does not 
prostrate itself in mere platonlc wor- 
ship of the good; It wishes that it may 
be, and strives to create it • It labors, 


not take the position of an idle king, 
who does not govern; it must remain 
in froce; It cannot be Inoperative. In 
the world of the spirit, one does not 
live upon interest of former invest- 
ments. 
There must be daily striv- 


ing. 
We must pray, "Give tit; this 


day our daily bread." There :ire some 
people 
whom 
religion 
no 
longer 


nourishes, but they value it as being 
useful to others—the people, they say, 
need a religion; It will calm them, 
make them contented and do them 
good. 


The Real I anger. 


My brethren, such situations call 


for the souring iron. I know the dan- 
gers of the time rn'd I am not afraid 
that the heavens will fall, nor that 
God can be suppressed, because some 
men do not make an outward profes- 
sion of religion, nor learn the cate- 
chism any longer. But I do fnar that 
religious men who are not in truth re- 
ligious, and do not live their fnith, 
may dishonor religion because their 
laifh is dead. 


There is a vulgar and prqfans athe- 


ism, impious in its essence. 
It IB the 


theism of fast livers, of unrighteous 
beings, soiled by crimes; an atheism 
of night birds, of 
dangerous 
evil- 


doers. This atheism has existed since 
men have been unbelievers, hugging 
to their hearts the belief thai there is 
no invisible witness 
that sees and 


judges. But there is another kind of 
atheism abroad in the world. 
It is 


that which consists in rejecting a 
divinity that does not control the hu- 


in the solitary places; he Is wherever 
someone hopes and braces himself in 
order not to surrender before 
diffi- 


culties. He is in nil brave hearts; 
speaks all tongues; 
he travels 


he 
all 


routes. Recognize his action and his 
presence in every effort persevering 
towards a better humanity. 


All your catechisms arc nothing. 


Your creeds are hollow. 
Your relig- 


ion is only a nut whose shell alone re- 
mains; a bank which has no more 
gold insots In its vault, if behind the 
names of God, of Christ, of the apos- 
tles, of the gospel, of the bible; be- 
hind your formulas and your precepts, 
you can no longer show us the justifi- 
cation of the doctrines by the life. 


The great, attribute of God that we 


ought to worship Is life. 
He is _ the 


living God. Let us be then disciples 
of flit! living God, and wntch our salt 
that it shall not lose its savor! Then 
we ahull have nothing to fear.
